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Speed Humps Revisited or Maybe RememberingCharlieSchwan

A 73-page special report 
outlining the pros and cons 
of speed humps for North¬ 
way and seven different 
structural alternatives to 
the humps has been given to 
the city council by staff. The 
report finds that speed 
humps and each alternative 
are unsatisfactory. Prepared 
by Director of Public Works 
Carl Hirsch and Director of 
Planning and Development 
Celia Wilson, the report is 
marked on each page as 
“Draft #1.” Wilson advises 
that this is because staff 
still seeks comment from in¬ 
terested citizens and the 
council, and that staff is pre¬ 
pared to modify its report 
on the basis of this input. 

In a summary memo to City 
Manager Daniel G. Hobbs at the 
beginning of the report, Wilson 
concludes: “There is no struc¬ 
tural alternative for speed con¬ 
trol available that would not re¬ 
sult in some form of negative 
impact, be it loss of greenspace, 
diversion of traffic to other 
neighborhoods, or the creation of 
unsafe road lengths or designs. 
Staff is fully aware of the sen¬ 
sitivity of this issue in the Wood¬ 
land Hills community. Having 
considered all options, we con¬ 
tinue to believe that the best 
solution is to increase traffic en¬ 
forcement on North way and in 
all of Greenbelt. This is the only 
solution that benefits the city 
in its entirety, while directly ad¬ 
dressing the concerns of the resi¬ 
dents of Woodland Hills.” 

Speed Humps 

The report takes note of guide¬ 
lines of the Institute of Traffic 
Engineers for the use of speed 
humps which, among other cri¬ 
teria, require that the street 
serve a purely local access func¬ 
tion, is not a transit route, that 
the 85hh percentile speed ex¬ 
ceeds 30 mph, and that there is 
evidence of a speed-related ac¬ 
cident problem. Staff notes that 
Northway fails to meet these 
guidelines. 

Omaha, Nebraska also has 
published guidelines for the in¬ 
stallation of speed humps, even 
though both the police and fire 
departments recommend against 
their use. For Omaha, the street 
must be classified as local resi¬ 
dential, the 85th percentile speed 
must exceed 35 mph in a 25 
mph zone, stop signs must be 
at least 300 feet from any hump, 
and the street must have no 
characteristics such as steep 
grades or severe curves that 
would contribute to or cause a 
safety hazard. Another guideline 
is that the street have standard 
curbs, as no curbs or rolled curbs 
(as are found on Northway) re¬ 
sult in cars' driving off the 
roadway to avoid the humps.

Omaha requires the consent 
of 75 percent of the residents 
living on the segment of street 
to be humped 1 to petition for the 
humps and, once installed, 75 
percent must petition for the 
humps to be removed- Omaha 
found that the humps did reduce 
personal injury accidents but 
that collisions to parked vehicles 
and sideswipe collisions in¬ 
creased. 

An Australian report recom¬ 
mended that for a speed of 25 
mph, the speed humps should be 
spaced 150 feet apart. 

Staff recommends that if 
humps are to be installed on 
Northway, the consensus of 75 
percent of the residents on the 
street between Hillside and Cres¬ 
cent should be obtained, based 
on a poll conducted by the city. 
The staff does not propose any 
means to consider the opinions 
either of motorists using the 
street or residents of the North 
End who use the street as access 
to their homes or residents of 
other streets who may be ad¬ 
versely impacted by increased 
traffic if humps are installed 
on Northway. 

If installed, staff proposes 
constructing nine humps spaced 
150 feet apart and 200 feet from 
the Hillside and Crescent Road 
intersections at a cost of $5,805. 
The humps would be for a trial 
period of 18 months, during which 
time the residents of any other 
street would not be allowed to 
seek additional humps. 

After the trial period, 75 per¬ 
cent of Northway residents could 
petition for the speed hump re¬ 
moval and, if results of the test 
period indicate that the humps 
are effective as a speed control 
measure and are acceptable to 
local residents, other areas could 
request to have speed humps. 

Barricades 

Two alternatives to humps are 
movable or permanent barricades. 
Whether permanent or movable, 
the barricade would be placed 
across Northway just north of 
its intersection with Woodland 
Way. If the barricade is mov¬ 
able police, ambulance and all 
emergency service vehicles would 
be given keys to a locking de¬ 
vice so that in an emergency, 
the barricade could be unlocked 
and moved to open the road. 
Staff anticipates that emergency 
vehicles would tend to avoid the 


barricade rather than stopping 
to open it. 

If the barricades are perma¬ 
nent or keys for a movable bar¬ 
ricade are not provided, refuse 
collection, recycling, street main¬ 
tenance and private delivery vans 
and trucks would have to back 
up 1,250 feet or turn around in 
driveways, where the weight of 
the vehicle can cause damage. 
If these vehicles are provided 
keys, staff believes that the 
workmen will find the movable 
barricade to be a nuisance and 
leave it in the open position. 

The cost for a movable bar¬ 
ricade is $1,500 and for a per¬ 
manent barricade $691. 

Rumble Strips 

Staff found that rumble strips 
function best when used to alert 
drivers of an upcoming danger¬ 
ous intersection or a stop ahead 
on a road where the driver does 
not anticipate one. Some states 
are placing rumble strips on the 
shoulders of highways to alert 
drivers that they have wander¬ 
ed off the road. Rumble strips, 
however, are not particularly ef¬ 
fective in reducing vehicle speed 
and a Michigan study found that 
some drivers will actually speed 
up to cross rumble strips. Staff 
also notes that the high level 
of audible noise of a vehicle 
crossing a rumble strip would 
be a constant annoyance to 
neighboring residents. 

To install durable rumble 
strips in three locations on 
Northway would cost $14,868. 

Cul-de-sacs 

Two of the alternatives pro¬ 
posed constructing turn-arounds 
to make a portion of Northway 
a dead-end street. In the first 
proposal, the turn-around would 
be Woodland Way. This option 
would require that the only access 
to homes between Woodland Way 
and Hillside would come from 
Hillside with that portion of 
Northw'ay becoming a dead¬ 
end street, Woodland Way 
and that portion of North¬ 
way from Crescent to Woodland 
Way would continue to be a 
through street. Residents on 
these streets would have access 
to both Crescent and Hillside, 
and through traffic could use 
this route to access the north 
end. 

The creation of dead-end

Pride and pain accompany this tenth year recollection 
of Charlie Schwan’s selection as 1982 Outstanding Citizen. 
There is pride, of course, in his life of community service 
— and pain, that his life is over. Certainly a number of 
events in Greenbelt history of the 60’s and 70’s were strong¬ 
ly affected by Charlie Schwan. 


Early in that period he served 
as chairman of a committee to 
establish the city's Advisory 
Planning Board. As a concerned 
GHI member he sought and won 
membership on the Board of Di¬ 
rectors; he was Board president 
for several terms. In 1971 he was 
elected to the City Council, and 
until 1981 was a dedicated and 
articulate member of that body. 

Especially significant to his 
nominators was Schwan's in¬ 
volvement in the Freedom of the 
Press Committee. When the 
News Review was sued by 
local developer Charles Bresler, 
Schwan, with Al Her ling (an¬ 
other Outstanding Citizen), ral¬ 
lied the community behind the 
newspaper and ultimately saw 
its vindication by the U.S Su¬ 
preme Court. 

Long-time Greenbelters re¬ 
member Charlie Schwan as a 
private person, but one possess¬ 
ing a keen intelligence and dry 
wit- He is not easily forgotten. 

There is no one kind of Green¬ 
belt Outstanding Citizen; the list 
is varied, and the names repre¬ 
sent every area of community 
life. Since the Outstanding Citi¬ 
zen Committee can only select— 
it cannot nominate—the members 
look to the community for names 
of those persons who should be 
considered for this honor. As 
Charlie Schwan said: “to be 
nominated is even more of an 
honor than to be selected.” The 
committee says: Honor your 
neighbor!

NORTHWAY FIELDS' 
SPORT NEW LOOK

Visitors to Northway ballfields 
at the east end of Northway 
will notice a difference — the 
scattered leaf piles and the tow¬ 
ering pile of wood chips are 
gone. A recent visit revealed sev¬ 
eral persons wandering around 
the area where the piles had 
been looking puzzled. They need 
not worry—the city will main¬ 
tain a pile, but a much smaller 
one. Free mulch is also available 
at the Brown Station landfill 
near Bowie. 

According to Director of Pub¬ 
lic Works Carl Hirsch, the area 
of the leaf and wood chip piles 
had not been cleaned in years. 
Besides the unsightliness, other 
problems in the area include a 
couple of fires and the dumping 
of trash near the piles. We are 
“hoping that by keeping it 
cleaner it will encourage people 
to keep it clean,” said Hirsch. 

And in an effort to keep the 
mulch area cleaner, the Public 
Works Department has asked the 
police to patrol the area more, 
continued Hirsch. He asks that 
citizens who see trash being 
dumped call the Public Works 
Department at 474-8004. 

Smaller leaf and wood chip 
piles also mean more room to 
park at the ballfields. 

Hirsch says the city will still 
maintain the mulch pile by con¬ 
tinuing to add to it, but it will 
be managed better. Many of the 
branches and other green waste 
of the city are taken to the 
county facility at Brown Sta¬ 
tion landfill, to be ground into 
mulch. Because the cost of a 
grinding machine runs up to 
$40,000, it is cheaper for the 
city to take their mulch there, 
he said.

(Continued front page one) 
streets must* however, meet the 
subdivision criteria of the Mary- 
landnNational Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (M^NC- 
PFC). These require that dead¬ 
end streets be no longer than 
1,000 feet and hold no more than 
20 housing units. In this pro¬ 
posal, the length of the dead-end 
street would be 1,250 feet and 
28 homes are sited on. it. M-NC- 
FSPC also requires a 76-foot dia¬ 
meter turn-around, which in the 
case of Northway would encroach 
on private property by 16 feet. 
Although a 60-foot turn-around 


could be constructed, even this 
more limited dimension would 
affect the entrances to several 
lots. 

The second alternative for a 
cul-de-sac would provide a turn¬ 
around on Northway next to 
Crescent Road. This option would 
close access from Crescent and 
all Woodland Hills community 
traffic could be accessed only 
from Hillside. Because the dis¬ 
tance from the intersection of 
Northway and Woodland Way is 
only 350 feet and there are only 
six lots along the proposed dead¬ 
end section, M-NOPPC require-

tend to the narrower-width street 
cuFbs. 

Staff notes that the objective 
is to curtail speed along North¬ 
way. While both proposals would 
eliminate through traffic, staff 
does not believe that traffic 
speed will be effectively reduced, 
as the areas where speeding oc¬ 
curs would remain unchanged. 
The cost for constructing a cul- 
de-sac at either location is 
$6,435. 

Mid-street Islands 

Under another alternative, two 
circular islands would be con¬ 
structed in the middle of North¬ 
way between Woodland Way and 
Northway, taking advantage of 
the fact that the right-of-way 
width is 60 feet while the street 
is only 26 feet wide. The islands 
would be 12 feet in diameter, 
constructed with rolled curbs and 
would contain plantings to in¬ 
crease visibility. Because vehicles 
would have to drive around the 
island, it is believed that speed 
would be reduced. If a driver 
fails to see the island, the rolled' 
curb would enable him to drive 
over the island without suffer¬ 
ing serious injury or vehicle 
damage. 

Negative impacts of this pro¬ 
posal are that parking would 
have to be prohibited at the

islands and 40 feet to either side 
of them and that front yard 
areas of homes would be reduced 
for the street widening at the 
circles, even though all work 
would be done in the public 
right-of-way. The cost to con¬ 
struct the two circles is esti¬ 
mated to be $0356. 

One-Way Traffic 

Although not a structural al¬ 
ternative to the design of North¬ 
way, the report discusses a traf¬ 
fic control proposal made by ra¬ 
dar enforcement supervisor, Sgt. 
William D. Allwang, and trans¬ 
mitted with approval by Lt. Dan¬ 
iel P. O’Neil. The proposal is to 
designate all or a portion of 
Northway as a one-way street, 
preferably uphill from Crescent 
to Hillside because vehicles move 
at lesser speeds going uphill. In 
addition, O’Neil recommended 
adding sidewalks on Northway. 

Wilson advised Hobbs, how¬ 
ever, that the Institute of Trans¬ 
portation Engineers describes 18 
benefits of one-way traffic regu¬ 
lation, but none relating to speed 
reduction. Instead, the elimina¬ 
tion of opposing traffic can lead 
to increased' speed. Wilson con¬ 
tends that a 50 percent diver¬ 
sion of traffic to other streets 
would occur and that inconven¬ 
ience would be created for 
Northway users. 

Copies of the Northway al¬ 
ternatives report are available 
at the city manager’s office- 
At this time, the matter has not 
been scheduled for consideration 
by the city council.

The Deafbelt Club, an organization for the hearing 
impaired, was founded in January by Recreation Depart¬ 
ment employee Karen Haseley. The club provides recrea¬ 
tional activities for deaf persons in Greenbeit and sur¬ 
rounding: communities. Another goal is to gain more 
exposure for the deaf community, in the community at large. 


There is a membership fee. 

Business meetings are held 
once every three months and 
activities are held monthly. The 
Deafbelt Club’s previous activi¬ 
ties have included a potluck din¬ 
ner, a tour of the Greenbeit 
Police Station and attendance at 
the Greenbeit Day dedication of 
Schrom Hills Park. 

Haseley acts as supervisor and 
coordinates the club’s activities. 
The officers, who were elected 
in May, are; Denise Barber,presi¬ 
dent; Bruce Denhart, vice presi¬ 
dent; 'Eleanor McGowan, secre¬ 
tary; and George Schroeder, 
treasurer. 

Dual Purpose 

Secretary McGowan said that 
the Deafbelt Club mainly offers 
“fun.” She believes that the 
club’s activities fulfill both of 
the club’s purposes at once, en¬ 
abling deaf people to have fun 
while getting more exposure for 
the deaf community. “Greenbeit 
gets to know us better as we 
do things for Greenbeit,” said 
McGowan. 

Although the club is not po¬ 
litically oriented, McGowan and 
several other Deafbelt Club mem¬ 
bers expressed enthusiastic sup¬ 
port for the Americans With 
Disabilities Act (ADA). The 
ADA requires employers to have 
teletypewriters, on which mes¬ 
sages for their deaf employees 
are sent out on a keyboard and 
received on a printer. Hotels are 
required to have features such 
as a special alarm that would 
assist and protect the hearing 
impaired for example, in emer¬ 
gencies. 

Only a handful of members 
showed up for the July 14 busi¬ 
ness meeting. “A lot of people 
showed up for the Schrom Hills 
Park dedication,” said McGowan, 
“but many people want to have 
fun without having meetings- We 
need to have meetings, however,

to plan our activities,” 

Relaxed 

The meeting was relaxed and 
orderly. Haseley is still learning 
sign language, and the work of 
interpreter Jody Johnston came 
in handy. 

The group plans to go bowling 
on August 10 at the College 
Park Fair Lanes bowling alley. 
They also made plans to have 
a table at the Labor Day Fes¬ 
tival to distribute information 
on deaf culture and the deaf 
community. In addition* the 
group decided to have a picnic 
at “Buddy” Attick Lake Park 
on September 20 and to visit 
the Sugarloaf Crafts Festival on 
October 10. Another business 
meeting was set for October 13. 
McGowan said she would draw 
tip flyers containing the club’s 
agenda of activities. 

Fun is the name of the game 
at the Deafbelt Club. It is com¬ 
mitted to gaining acceptance and 
exposure for the hearing im¬ 
paired- through recreational ac¬ 
tivities and positive interaction 
with the community.
